Friday morning , Aug ust 10. dawned clear 
and cool, and as the first lig ht of Maxwell’s 
last day on earth entered his narrow cell it 
heig htened the sickly pallor of his face, which 
had increased during the nig ht. 
Shortly 
after day-brenk Maxwell turned to one of the 
deputies'and said: “I wish th a t teleg ram 
would come.” 
“ Do you expect a teleg ram?” was the re­ 
sponse. 
“ I do, and I know it will bring me g ood 
news.” 
He lig hted a fresh cig arette and sat down 
at the table, making a poor attem pt to read 
He was plainlyfill at ease, and occasionally 
g lanced furtively out throug h the g rating s 
of the narrow window of the cell info tho in 
tier yard of the jail. A few minutes liefore S 
Maxwell performed his morning ablution and 
DONNED HIS FUNERAL CLOTHES, 
which are new from the skin out, the outer 
g arm ents being of plain black with a neatly 
fitting Prince Albert coat. At 5:18 Father 
Tihan arrived and entered 
the cell, when he adminis­ 
tered communion to the 
co ndem ned.

His was 
the first death w arrant read, and he stood 
up and heard his doom calmly, thoug h be 
was plainly g rowing weaker nil the time. 
While Iris arm s were being pinioned Maxwell 
bit his lower lip several times. 
THE EXECUTION. 
On reaching the scaffold the condemned ns- 
cended without assistance. 
Maxwell was 
placed under the noose next to the west. 
Father Tihau read prayers. Maxwell wes 
then a« ked if he had anything to say, and in 
nil almost inaudible tone responded, “ No.” 
Landg raf merely shook his head. The black 
caps were being drawn when Landg raf elipjied 
backward, but promptly recovered 
There 
was aa awful look of despair on Maxwell's 
fare as the cap hid it from view, and his 
knees showed weakness. The nooses worn 
adjusted q uickly, und a t 8:50 the drop fell. 
Landg raf never moved nor did a riiu©<i<* 
twitch. Not so with Maxwell. 
When he fell 
his breast heaved convulsively and his limbs 
were drawn upward, while the spectators 
were shocked by n stream of blood pouring 
down the rig ht breast of his coat, which was 
afterward found to have been caused 
cut on the nose inflicted by the rojs* in some 
mysterious way. Landg raf was pronounced 
dead iu eleven ami one half minutes.

The crime for which Hug h M 
Brooks, 
nlia© Maxwell, paid theextrerae penalty of 
the law was the murder of Charles Arthur 
Prelier ut tin* Southern hotel in St. Louis 
April f», 1885. The acq uaintance In-tween 
the two men beg an in Liverpool, Eng land, 
both iM'ing on their wav to this country, and 
the two men became fust friends. Preiler was 
last seen alive Sunday afternoon, April 
6 . in 
Maxwell’s room, by a Ik*11 1*03*. Twice th at 
day Maxwell purchased a larg e q uantify of 
chloroform at a drug store near by, telling 
the drug g ist he 
was using it in nri ox- 
jieriment. 
The next day Maxwell made a

Stand behind the horse us 
he walks away from you. and you 
will Im* able to notice th» *se defects, il 
they exist. 
liejcut a horse that is lig ht below 
the knee, especially ifimmediateiv lie- 
low the knee; the conformation is es­ 
sentially weak. 
Ora horse with long . orshort,om p 
rig ht pasterns; long pasterns are sub 
ject to sprains; short or uprig ht past­ 
erns make a horse unpleasant to ride, 
nnd, on account of extra, concussions 
are apt to cause ossifie deposits. 
Ora horse with toes turned in or 
out. The twist g enerally occurs nt 
the fetlock. 
Toes turned out ure 
more objectionable than toes turned 
in. When toes turn out the fetlocke 
are g enerally turned in, and animals 
so formed are very apt to cut or 
brush. 
Both, however, are weak 
formations.

About a year ago, it may bt* 
remembered, by a ruling of Commis­ 
sioner Sparks, certain lands which 
had heretofore been ceded to the 
Northern Pacific were thrown open to 
settlement. Encouraged by this rul­ 
ing, about IOO settlers located on Mr.

Henry James, the novelist and ex­ 
cellent critic, recently replied bluntly 
enough to a correspondent who up­ 
braided him for his 
un-American

The world consumes annually, no 
cording to English authority in the 
trade, about 650,000 tons of coffee 
and produces a corresponding quan­ 
tity. Est imating the average price 
at $400 a ton, this represents a value 
of $260,000,000. Jam aica coffee i* 
the finest grown, but only furnisher 
about 5,000 tons. East Indian and 
Ceylon coffee are of a very high quali­ 
ty, but they do not together produce 
more than 25,000 tons. The Ceylon 
crop used to be more im portant than 
it is, but has lieen reduced in conse­ 
quence of a disease of the plant s. Tht 
average crop of Java is from 60.00C 
to 90,000 tons, and th a t of Brazil 
from 540,000 to 380,000 tons. Costa 
Rica and the other Central American 
states also export coffee. 


A London paper tells of a charming 
French Duchess who recently prom­ 
ised to lie [in‘sent at the festivity for 
some lienevolent purpose a t 
the 
Trouville Casino. Being rather be­ 
hind time, the lady put her glove on 
while driving, and never noticed till 
she stood in the full blaze of the Casi­ 
no drawing room th at to her black 
and white silk costume she had put 
on one white and one black glove. It 
appears th at her maid had laid out 
two pairs of gloves ready for hei 
inistn*ssto choose from, and th at 
the Duchess, in her hurry, had taken 
one of each pair. The mischief, how­ 
ever, could not be undone, and the 
gratifying result was th at, a t the 
next fashionable assembly, all the 
ladies at Trou ville wore a glove of a 
different color on each hand—a cus­ 
tom which has become so general 
th at at present all the ladies ofTrou 
ville liave adopted it.

Washington Brieflets. 


Th® W ashington C apital Bays: 
“ Th® po­ 
lice record show s th a t during the y ear end­ 
ing Ju n e 30, 1888, ninety-six dead infants 
were picked np within the b o u n d ary of the 
cit y. 
Sixteen of these were white. 
These fig­ 
ures do n o t by any m eans m easure tho num ­ 
ber of infants m urdered in W ashington in 
tw elve m onths. 
The police say th a t m any 
an* doubtless buried a t night upon open lo ts 
und back y ard s, and perhaps th e sewers 
sw ept aw ay to the river m ore th a n ull th a t 
are reported. 
No effort seems to be m ade to 
investigate these m urders.” 
The soen-t service d ep artm en t h as jiiHt cap ­ 
tured tw o gross of bogus m oney, which was 
intended for children s playthings. 
I t was 
im ported by I), ( hr Laner. N ureinburg, Ger­ 
m any, and consigned to Srhw -izer A lh*er of 
Chicago. 
They are all bogus silvet and gold 
coins, a b o u t the size of a good dollar, and 
while not so heavy, arc verv good im itations. 
The y run in ostensible denom inations from 
$2 to $20. 
To test them (.’a p t. P o rte r passed 
the coins on tw o different places and would 
have got the change for them had he so de­ 
sired. 
The coins are figured to represent all 
told, a b o u t $31,280. 
There is no p robability 
of Schw eitzer & Beer suffering an y th in g ex­ 
cept the con fieat ion of th e goods. 
A terrific sto rm struck W ashington city on 
W ednesday afternoon, and for nearly ten 
m inutes suspended business in the house of 
representatives; heavy winds in th is city, 
owing to the sm ooth pavem ents, are general­ 
ly accom panied by g re at clouds of d u st. T his 
and tlie dark clouds w hich cam e up suddenly 
a/te r an intensely h o t day turned the house 
suddenly in to a p it of im penetrable darkness.

It was several 
m inutes before the gas m an could get around, 
however, and m eantim e the house could do 
nothing. Fox was try in g to puss a bill, and 
during th e darkness he would occasionally 
cry o u t to ascertain if he st ill held th e floor. 
The lighting of the gas dissipated the gloom , 
b u t did n o t rem ove the choking d u st n o r 
sand which settled ull over th e desks and 
papers.

A. F. P ark er, who was serving three yonrs 
in the penitentiary a t Deer Lodge, M ontana, 
for counterfeiting at B utte, was released on 
a p ard o n by the president. 
H e was u good 
and tru s ty prisoner in the penitentiary and 
was overwhelm ed by the pardon. 
George H urrynion. aged thirty-five, gave 
him self up to t he police a t 
Buffalo, N. Y. 
He said in Novem ber, 1*81. he embezzled 
over $ 1,000 from a D etroit firm and went to 
C anada. 
He was locked up and th e a u th o ri­ 
ties at D etroit com m unicated with, b u t up 
to th is hour no reply has been received. 
Two Ik iv s, O'Brien, aged seventeen, and 
M urphy, aged fifteen, are in jail a t Osage, in 
Mitchell county, Iow a, for the m urder of 
H enrv Slocum. A few nights ago Slocum was 
assaulted and terribly beaten, from the effects 
of which he died. 
Before dying he said th a t 
he recognized O'Brien and M urphy as his 
assailan ts. 
Iu S eptem btr, 1887, George Gerber of Mis­ 
soula county, 
M ontana, 
was m urdered. 
Shortly afterw ard Daniel C avanaugh was 
arrested for 
the 
crime, 
convicted 
and 
sentenced to tw enty yearn in th e penitentiary. 
Now 
Gov. Leslie received n letter 
from 
Jam es Hensley, d ated Osceola, Neb., Ju ly 28, 
announcing th a t he h ad cau g h t th e m urderer 
of George Gerber and th a t the prisoner was 
in jail a t Lincoln, Neb. 
The m a tte r will l»e 
investigated. 
It has been leara*»d here th a t a bold mail 
robbery was com m itted 
on th e M issouri 
Pacific ro a d between Jefferson City und St. 
Louis Aug. 4, in which o*®r $17,000 was 
stolen, of which $5,000 w as from th e s ta te 
treasu ry . 
Two farm ers n ear W ashington, 
Mo., were ap p ro ach in g a suspicious-looking 
m an on the highw ay when he became fright­ 
ened, und in a tte m p tin g to flee drooped a 
large package. 
The farm ers seeured it, and 
a t onoe discovered th a t it was plunder from 
the m ail robbery. 
They tu rn ed it over to 
the post m aster, who notified the postal a u ­ 
thorities, and a secret service ag en t from St. 
Louis in now endeavoring to truce th e ro b ­ 
bers.

Allen placed the elder Heller, who is seventy- 
five years old, under $2(K> bonds and charged 
him w ith th e costs, $20.75. 
A y oung G erm an nam ed Thadofc, who Is 
com paratively unknow n in St. P aul, com ­ 
m itted suicide by c u ttin g his th ro a t with a 
large ®1u k i> knife. 
He was occupying u room 
a t the 
nouse of a well know n 
business 
m an in th is city, having been ch aritab ly 
given shelter there until he could find w ork. 
The residents of tho house were alarm ed by 
hearing g ro an s and o th er sounds issuing 
from tho m an ’s room , and on entering found 
him seated on the edge of his l>od with a 
gush in his th ro a t, inflicted w ith a large 
pocket knife w hich he held open in his hand.

w ith a hurricane blowing.

to hunt, and as ra b b its were rem arbably 
scarce they suffered greatly from hunger. 
Nineteen o u t of a cam p of tw enty-three In­ 
dians died of sta rv atio n a t u point of a b o u t 
four days travel n o rth east of Chipewyan. 
The H udson Bay com pany sent o u t pro­ 
visions to the rum p and b ro u g h t in the su r­ 
vivors. 
About fifty Indians, so fur on heard, 
starv ed to d eath in th a t district lust winter.

A rem arkable peculiarity of tho de­ 
ceased was th a t he would neither receive nor 
write letters.

were handed to 
him he would te a r them up w ithout perusal. 
These facts about the dead m an were told 
by a memlier of the T hird artillery, now s ta ­ 
tioned a t th e W ashington arsenal.

The funeral of Gen. Sheridan to o k place a t 
W ashington. 
The sentry had paced up and 
down in fro n t of the 
catafalque nnd the 
dim ly lighted church all uight; th e guard of 
honor of th e L oyal Legion had been sittin g 
in the front pew at. liis side. 
W hen the light 
of the early m orning drove the d ark shadow s 
from tho chancel and 
revealed 
the som- 
lier 
drapery 
th a t 
huug 
in festoons 
a b o u t the 
church 
tho 
frequenters 
of 
early m ass < aim*, und with them a g reat 
num ber of w orking people to tak e one look 
a t th e casket for th e lo st tim e. 
Twice only 
hnd the casket been opened—once to fierm it 
the b ro th er Jo hn, who had ju st nrrived from 
th e plains, to see tho rem ains for the first 
am i last time; again to jierm it Mrs. Sheridan 
to have oue m um look a t the soldier’s face, 
and then all w ithdrew . 
After early m ass the church was closed for 
a tim e, and when it wns reopened those p ro ­ 
vided w ith tickets began to arrive. 
The in v itatio n s had requested th a t those 
who held the cards should be in their seatH a 
little before 10, und th e suggestion of the 
m ilitary officers was a com m and. None dis­ 
regarded it except tho president and Mrs. 
Cleveland and Secretary B ay nurd. 
They 
cam e nfter th e fumily hud entered. The 
civilians 
for 
the 
m ost 
p a rt 
wen* 
dressed 
in 
black, 
and 
the 
nrm y 
and n av y officers 
were in full 
uniform . 
The congregation, of persons of mixed re­ 
ligious belief, o r none, was n o t verv fam iliar 
with the cerem onial ofthc^C atholicliigh m ass. 
And som e reared in Calvinistic faith m ade 
poor work of it when they undertook to p a r­ 
ticipate. 
The incense burning, the jingle of 
bells, the genuflections, the clapping of tho 
m aster of ceremonies, th e in to n atio n s of the 
D om inican priests were the features of a re­ 
ligious cerem ony which were new to m any 
who were present, nnd the religious a ttitu d e s 
which som e of them attem p ted were n o t 
characterized by m ilitary precision. 
A few 
m inutes before 10 o ’clock, as the muffled 
voices of the officers iu com m and of the 
tro o p s 
form ing outside could 
bo heard 
th ro u g h the often windows, the a lta r boys 
lighted the high candles a b o u t the altu r. and 
the low stra in s of funeral music from the o r­ 
gan m ingled with th e chanting of the priests. 
A procession of san ctu ary boys issued from 
the sacristy, the clergy entered in solemn 
procession, a chorus of Dom inican priests be­ 
gun the in to n atio n of the “ M iserere” and the 
wuiling notes of the dirge music broke forth 
from the o rg an s as the cardinal in his red 
rolie of office knelt la-fore tho a lta r and as­ 
cended 
the 
card in al’s throne. 
The m nss 
ended nnd the cardinal delivered an address. 
After the serm on, the cerem ony of ab so lu ­ 
tion was l»cgiiu. The cardinal was array ed 
by his assista n ts in a black cap decorated 
with gold. 
On his head was a tall white h at. 
T hus, preceded by the a lta r hoys and tho 
clergy, lie left the [dace a t the a lta r and p ro ­ 
ceeded to th e casket ol the dead. The c ar­ 
dinal knelt, the choir of Dom inicans chunted 
“ L ibera me Dom ine,” the cardinal rose and 
sprinkled th e casket with holy w ater und in­ 
censed it with burning incense und pronounced 
th e 
absolution. 
The 
cardinal 
re­ 
turned 
to 
his Ihrone, 
th e 
D om inicans 
chanted 
“ B enedictus.” the priests, as they 
finished tln ir p arts, silently disap[»eared into 
the sacristy, and th e high requiem m ass was 
a t un end. 
While the services were in progress 
the caisson wus plucod in a position to re­ 
ceive the casket, und th e general’s horse wns 
led to u iducu im m ediately behind. 
The 
horse is a dnrk bay, and was bought by gen­ 
eral Sheridan in (.'Incog* > ab o u t four yeurs 
ago. 
It was bridled und saddled just as when 
last ridden by the general. 
Tho general’s 
m ilitary boots were iu the stirru p s, with the 
toes pointing backw ards. 
The anim al was 
led by a tall sergeant in full uniform 
In accordance with the wishes of Mrs. 
Sheridan the funeral was a strictly m ilitary 
affuir, und th** escort was formed precisely 
as prescribed by the nrm y regulations for un 
officer of the rank of the deceased. Ju st lie- 
fore the close of the services Gen. Schofield 
und his aides arran g ed them selves in fro n t of 
the tro o p s and prepared to receivethefuneral 
p arty .

stones; line after line, colum n after colum n; 
like regim ents nnd brigades a t rest.

Another Tenement House Horror. 


A four-story tenem ent house a t No. 1,020 
Avenue A caught tire a t New York. 
Tho 
fam ily of G ustave Berg, who live*! on the to p 
floor, wore burned to death. 
They were 
G ustave Berg, his wife, m other-in-law and 
twelve-year-old d au g h ter. 
The o th er occu­ 
p a n ts o f th e building escaped, 
The building 
was owned by I’eter Block. D am age, $2,000; 
insured. 
It was n o t until nil the people liv­ 
ing in the house, exeept the Berg family, had 
g o tte n safely out th n t a fire engine arrived. 
A second alarm wus now sent out, alth o u g h 
a t th is tim e it wns believed th a t nil had es­ 
caped from the building. After the flames were 
all out som ebody suddenly rem em bered thnt. 
in looking nt the burning building from the 
opposite side of the street he had seen the 
face and form of a w om an a t o iip of the front 
windows on the to p floor, and th a t she had 
suddenly disappeared with a despairing g est­ 
ure. 
A d etateh m en t of firemen a t once 
m ade th eir way to the to p floor and there 
saw a sight which proved the tru th o f the 
m an 's sto ry . 
On the front floor, w ithin a 
few fret of th e window, lay Mr. Berg dead 
from suffocation 
and 
burns. 
In an o th e r 
room , sit tin g u p rig h t in a chair, was the 
burned body of Mrs. L au ra Berg. U pon a 
l>ed in a n o th er room lav the d au g h ter Lizzie 
and the gran d m o th er. 
The child had died 
from suffocation, while the g ra n d m o th er’s 
dead body was horribly burned. 
The origiu 
of the fire is unknown.

Alm ost im m ediately afterw ards ashes liegun 
to fall, the ekj- sudJetilx grew dark, and the 
rum bling sou mis coutiuu**d, accom panied by 
u violent earth q u ak e and llure of dazzling 
flame. 
The crest of the sm aller Bandit* Hurt 
appeared to be lifted Ixwlily upw ards and then 
to fall again w ith a trem endous noise.

followed showers of red m ud, m ingled w ith 
large stones, spreading havoc around. Above 
the mud fell n few inches of ashes.

Eighty-seven 
bouses have been destroyed. T h ein h ab itan t* 
of luuw ashiro ami adjacent villages fled to 
W akatsu and other [duces when the erupt ions 
occurred.

in h ab itan ts

A Carnlrsl of Crime. 


T he d ty of Shenandoah, Iow a 1--**»**n iu 
an u p ro a r of excitem ent. 
On F rid ay n ight 
F rank Phillips, a d ray m an , who had as­ 
saulted the six-year-old d au g h ter of E. J. 
Pine, n prom inent m erchant, w as tak*-n from 
the jail ny a m ob of m asked men, who b a t­ 
tered the door down. 'T he prisoner struggled 
deejs-ratelv, 
but 
his clothes 
were 
soon 
stripped off, and ha wits tho ro u g h ly tarred 
ami 
feathered. 
He 
fell 
senseless 
to 
the ground, 
in 
which condition he was 
fouud by th e sheriff, 
whose 
appeurance 
with a posee put tho m ob to flight. 
The 
m an 
was carried back to the jail 
and 
physicians sum m oned. 
While they wen* en- 
guged in 
rem oving the ta r the jail wns 
agaiu surrounded. 
The sheriff surrendered 
Phillips w ithout a struggle. The m ob dragged 
him to the street, his hands ond feet were 
pinioned to a lam p p o st and the lash uj>- 
f 
died u ntil the blood came, 
lie uttered fi*nr- 
ul cries. 
W hen the m ob g o t tir**d of whip- 
| 
>iiig th e prisoner they threw a rope around 
ns neck, dragg*-*! him to a telegraph pole 
and hauled him in to the a ir several tiine« 
He w as then in a half dead condition, and 
upon his prom ise to leave tow n was released. 
The next night Mr. Pine was shot and in­ 
sta n tly killed by F ran k Gallop, a desperado. 
Gallop escaped to bis house In the o u tsk irts 
of the d tv where he was surrounded by 
officers. 
lY e house was dark. The windows 
were all closed and securely fastened and the 
doors were strongly barricaded. 
While the 
officers were a ttem p tin g to effect an en­ 
trance G allop oj>ened fire on the crowd from 
an ujij»er wiudow. 
Two of the 
officers 
were killed ami several wounded. G allop 
used a W inchester and was plentifully su[e 
plied with am m unition. 
The m ilitia were 
called o u t, but before thev arrived th e m ob 
succeeded in cap tu rin g Gallop and lynching 
him by hanging him to a tree. 
The dispatches show th a t three men were 
killed, ami half a dozen wounded, and th n t 
the first victim was T. J. Pine, fath er of the 
little girl who was assaulted, alth o u g h his 
death did not grow o u t oft lie trouble with Phil­ 
lips, b u t from entirely different causes. 
The 
bloody a u th o r of to -d ay ’s tragedy, and who 
paid the penatly of his devilishness, having 
tieen stru n g up by tho frenzied citizens, was 
F ran k Gallop, a desperate voutig character, 
whose misdeeds had m ade him no to rio u s in 
Southw estern Iow a. 
G allop and Ids father 
had quarrelled and th e young m an assaulted 
the old m an. 
A b ro th er cam e to the young m an ’s rescue 
ond th e fath er was receiving a severe b eating 
a t th e hands of his sous when the cries a t ­ 
tracted th<* neighbors. 
Pine n n d b a lfa dozen 
other men cam e to the Gallop house nnd in­ 
terfered. 
G allop whipped out a gun and fired 
ut thecrow d. 
At the first shot Pine fell dead, 
ond Imfore his h o rrifie d com panions were 
scarcely aw are of th e trag ed y Gallop had tied 
from the scene. 
Frenzied ns the people tills were w ith the 
rem em brance of the violence, of th e d a y be­ 
fore the news, which spread like wild fin*, wns 
enough to collect a m ob of larger p ro p o r­ 
tions and far g reater determ ination th a n had 
thronged the streets th e previous day. 
Pine 
was a nighly respected merchant- and one of 
the forem ost citizens of Rhennndoah and 
leaves a wife am i tw o children. 
Searching 
parties, three o r four persons in each group, 
ran up nnd down the streets w ithout a lender, 
but with the one thou g h t upperm ost in the 
m inds of every one—to find the hiding place 
of the m iscreant and wreak sum m ary venge­ 
ance upon him. 
Suddenly a shout went up. G allop had ln*en 
found concealed in a house ju s t hack o f the 
telegraph office. A rush was m adefor his hiding 
place, hut th e young desperado sto o d a t the 
window and em ptied shot after shot in to the 
advancing crowd. 
Two were killed und tw o 
wotiuded. “ Fire the house,” som e yelled. 
Tin* cry was taken up by hundreds of voices. 
Gallop still stood ut the window, the sm ok­ 
ing revolver still in his hand. 
He yelled defi­ 
an tly a t the crowd nnd then d isap p ears!. 
The door was finally burst open, Gallop 
captured, and stru n g up on Main street, but 
n o t until four m ore m en had been shot. 
ANOTHER ACCOrNT. 


At the hom e of the Gallop family, consist­ 
ing of old Samuel Gallop, his w ife, F ran k 
and Charlie, th eir tw o sons. 
F ra n k ’s wife 
and som e sm all children, a family row wusiti 
progress. 
F ra n k and Charlie were b o atin g 
the old m an when F. J. Pine, a hardw are 
m ercbaut of th is place, Wm. Reining, a drug 
clerk, and Mr. Patterson, a traveling man, 


went to th e Gallop house to see w hat the 
trouble was and assist In resto rin g |>eaee. 
F ra n k G allop w ithout any p rovocation or 
w arning, advanced from the house and 
draw ing a revolver said; 
“ W hat do you 
w ant here? 
T ake th a t, d—n yo u .” 
He 
fired a sh o t which entered Pine’s breast 
above the heart, killing him alm ost instuntly. 
Those w ith Pine a t once gave the alurm and 
in a very few m inutes a t least 500 an g ry and 
excited citizens were a t the scene of the 
m urder. The excitem ent grew intense and 
diro th re a ts of vengeance were m ade ag ain st 
the m urderer. 
F ra n k G allop was known to 
be a desperate m an when aroused, and it was 
deemed is-st to coll o ut Com pany E o fth e 5 th 
regim ent, s ta te m ilitia, to assist in cap tu rin g 
him . On the arriv al of th e m ilitia a t the 
scene a line was formed around the G allop 
place, which included a garden containing 
som e trees and shrubliery, and in a sh o rt 
tim e F ran k G allop was heard by one of the 
g u ard s in the rear of the house calling from 
the shrubbery in the garden to his wife in the 
house. 
At the sam e tim e old m an G allop and 
his wife were assuring those in front o f the 
house th a t their son F ran k was n o t there, 
b u t had tied, and invited them to enter and 
search the bouse and satisfy them selves of 
the tru th of their statem en ts. 
H av in g n o sus­ 
picion of treachery, Bert Rice. DuveCanipbell, 
T. E. P a tte rso n (a Chicago trav elin g m an), 
T. II. Winfrey and oth ers of the m ilitia 
com pany nnd citizens w ent to th e house. 
They had searched the cellar and were com ­ 
ing o u t of it when F ran k G allop appeared 
arm ed with tw o revolvers. 
Dave Campbell, 
who was unarm ed, grappled with him a t the 
d o o r und received a probably fatal wound in 
the neck from the desperado’s 
revolver. 
S tan d in g over tho p ro stra te form of Cam p­ 
bell the desperado reloaded his revolver with 
cartridges nan*led him by one of the women 
from w ithin the house and commence*] nn 
indiscrim inate fire upon those in sight. 
His 
n ex t sh o t took effect on T. H. Winfrey, 
w ounding him in the leg slightly. 
He then 
sta rte d to run to w ard the re ar o f the house 
and encountered inilitin-m nn B ert Rice. Both 
fired alm ost a t the sam e in sta n t. Rice’s shot, 
it seems, did n o t tak e eff**ct. b u t th e shot 
from G allop’s pistol entered Rice’s breast and 
he died in a lev m oment*. G allop then en­ 
countered M oris Fletcher, a n o th er m ilitia­ 
m an who raised his gun in his arm s, he ls*ing 
to o close to bring it f<» Ids shoulder. 
With 
the muzzle alm ost touching G allop’s back he 
fired. Tho ball passed 
th ro u g h 
G ullop’s 
body. 
It was n ot yet known th a t G allop was dead, 
and p rep aratio n s were continued lor a closer 
investigation and to prevent any further 
loss oflifeby the treachery of the o th er in**in- 
ls*rs of the family, 
in a sh o rt tim e F rank 
G allop’s wife appeared und stated th a t her 
husband was dead, b lit fearing further treach ­ 
ery a rope was passed to her with in stru c­ 
tions to put it aro u n d her h u sb an d ’a n<« k. 
She complied, and in th is m anner the body 
of tho dead desperado was hauled from where 
it lay nt the rear of the house. 
Such wns the 
fury of tin* m ob th u t the corpse was dragged 
th ro u g h the erects a t the end of the roj***. 
Old m an G allop and his wife have tx*en a r­ 
rested and scut to (Tarindu to sta n d tria l u* 
accomplices in the night 's terrible d***-d».

H« r p aren ts are residents of New Orleans. 
Mr. lle**d was r* on of Joel H an n o n R*>***1. 
on® of the w ealthy iron foundry men of Al­ 
bany N. Y. The ng** of each of the supposed 
victim s was ab o u t twenty-five years. 
While Gen. B oulanger was driving in o[***n 
carriage a t S a i n t 
d'A ngely Prof. Perrin, 
of the Lycee, fin d five sh o ts a t him from s 
revolver. M. R ntupnn, a friend of th e general, 
rushed in and m anaged to tu rn the weapon 
aside. 
The result was th a t liatn p an bimseil 
received a bullet in the head, but the wound 
is ntil serious. 
The p easan ts were 
also 
wounded. 
Gen. B oulanger was not touched. 
Prof. P errin is a friend of M ayor L air, the 
caudidate nom inated by the O p p ortunists in 
opposition to Gen. B oulanger. The affair oc­ 
curred a t the height of a pitehed l*attle 1**- 
tween the rival political parties. 
W hen the 
gendarm es charged F ount Dillon received a 
blow on the head from a stick and other 
B oulungerists were roughly handled,

D enm uth,of Chicago, was h u rt in te r­ 
nally nnd H ans Yon Oppeji of C incinnati had 
one hand h u rt. 
These were the only injuries 
to passengers. 
At Black River Falls. Wts.. a drunken In ­ 
dian was arrested for m aking an a ssau lt on 
a young w om an. 
It was hut a few rods from 
the depot, and her cries and a shot from a 
revolver which she carried frightened him off, 
but the officer soon captured him and lodged 
him in jail. 
The am o u n t of 
drunkeness 
am ong the Indians is astonishing during 
their paym ents. 
Some get drunk on lemon 
e x tract, nnd others get som e kind of liquor— 
m ostly “ fire w ater.” 
The Billings, C larke’s Fork & Cooke City 
R ailroad com pany, whose bill for a right of 
way across the Crow reservation m et with 
so m uch opposition in congress, seems likely 
to have ab o u t as g reat a difficulty in secur­ 
ing its right o f way across the reservation 
from the Indians as it did in g e ttin g the 
consent of congress. 
The Crows ure hostile 
to the scheme, and say they do n o t propose 
to allow an o th er railro ad to be run across 
their reservation. 
They say thnt, they have 
allowed one railro ad —the Rocky F orks A 
Cooke City—to xun across the reservation, 
und th a t th a t is enough. 
A passenger tru in on the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee « St. P aul near E au Claire, 
W is., was 
stopped barely in tim e to escape wrecking on 
three ties fastened across the track . 
Several 
freight cars on a sw itch e ast of the city on 
the sam e road were turned loose nnd sta rted 
dow n grade. A telephone m essage w arned 
the yard men in tim e to ge( o th er rolling 
stock o u t of the way ju st before the freight 
cars cam e rushing th ro u g h th e y ard s. The 
a u th o rs of th e misehief are supposed to Ik* 
actuate*! t>y spite against th** railro ad com ­ 
pany.

ALIVE IN DEATH. 


Amputated Limb« That are Trouhlcftome. 
Quite a good deal of interest and 
curiosity has been awakened by the 
statem ents of persons who have lost 
a leg or nn arm by am putation. Such 
persons often claim weeks after the 
liinb has lieen separated from the 
body th a t it pained them, th a t it did 
not lie easy in its resting place; th at 
they ex[M.*rienced feeling as if the toes 
or fingers were cramped, or as if 
some heavy weight was resting on 
them. This imagination having such 
hold on them, they could not r**st 
until the dismemliered parts were ex­ 
humed, straightened out and buried 
over again. One such case came up 
in Toledo, a year or so ago, where a 
railroad man who had lost an arm 
complained of a heavy weight press­ 
ing on his fingers, and on the box be­ 
ing opened in which the arm hod been 
buried, a small stone or piece of soil 
was found on the hand, and upon its 
removal the man said he felt no more 
pain. 
A Jonrnalite meeting a friend of 
his the other day, who has lost both 
an arm and leg some eight or ten 
years ago (Wm. H. Roberts, o f tho 
Nickel Plate, Argos, Ind.,) and think­ 
ing him a good person to interview 
on this subject, proceeded tis follows: 
W hat sensation did you experience 
when you lost your limbs, Mr. Roll­ 
er! H? 
“ Hardly any, the nerves were numb 
«t first mid the pain came on gradu­ 
ally until chloroform was taken.” 
Does your hand or leg ever trouble 
you now, or have they ever troubled 
you since am putat ion? 
“Oh, yes, I can f**el them all the 
time, in fact at the time of amput a­ 
tion und ever since, the pain f experi­ 
enced seemed to lie located in th** 
dismemliered part and not on the 
body where the am putation took 
place. At the present time I have a 
stinging sensation on ray ankle as of 
a bite of an insect, while my hand 
feels as if circulation had l**en sus­ 
pended in it. 1, apparently, can open 
und close my hand and move my 
toes.” 
But did you a t any time have any 
trouble, or pain, arising directly from 
treatm ent of the hand or foot after 
am putation? 
“No, und nobody ever did; th at is 
purely imagination, arising from the 
same feeling th at I experience now. 
For instance, if I strike my l**r thus, 
(gently striking the stump ofhis l**g) 
I feel a tingling sensation in my foot, 
and do not feel anything here where 
I strike it. Again ihv big t*** will 
itch just as it did in life, then I will 
gently stroke the nerve that leads to 
th at toe und it will have precisely 
the same effect ns if my leg had not 
been am putated.” 
How do you account for this? 
“ Well I have not studied the m at­ 
ter only through experience, and as 
it effected iu**, and I account for it 
through the nervous system. 
Tht* 
nerves that permeated my hand and 
arm are still active and working in 
the stump, here my arm is cut ofl 
close u» th** shoulder, now a t the 
present time my elbow is itching, 
my shirt here is gently 
rubbing 
against the nerve th at led originallyto 
the elbow, I move the shirt, rub it 
gently ami the itching sensation 
leaves it. Now this is not irnngimv- 
tion, this is real, caused by the mus- 
cl**s and the nerves working jointly, 
I work the muscle iu mv leg that 
would move my big toe, thut muscle 
acts on the nerve and I feel the toe 
move.” 
How about these people who claim 
th at they f*** l something bothering 
the limb after it has I m***i i interred? 
“ Now th at is imagination, caused 
as I have said, by the nerves, ami the 
trouble is a t th at part of the body 
where am putation took place, and 
not in the part th at is buried, al­ 
though it is very deceiving, and often 
leads people to think 
otherwise. 
When my arm and leg were cut ofl 
they laid them on ice for nine days, 
ana if there had been any sympa­ 
thetic feeling lietween the dismem- 
l>*-r**d parts ami myself I think I cer­ 
tainly ought to have felt chilly, but 
I did not. There, my little toe has 
gone to sleep now, I will have to 
wake him up.” 
An thereupon he took off his arti­ 
ficial leg and rubbed his l**g and 
rubbed bis little toe.—Toledo Jour­ 
nal.

He began by placing his 
two fists against the ram 's forehead 
and pushing with ali his might, now 
and then backing away a short dis­ 
tance and making provoking motions 
a t the ram, and then rushing up and 
hitting him on the head with the heel 
of his boot.

voted. W hat an injustice it appears 
th at 
my 
neighbor 
across 
the 
way seems to enjoy a negro min­ 
strel show quite as well as I don sym­ 
phony concert; or that Marv Ann 
in 
a 
sm art 
olapaca 
gown 
is 
every whit as self-complacent ns her 
mistresr. with a new outfit from 
Paris! Surely, the 
better 
causes 
ought in all reason to produce the 
bet ter results. 
But we must take 
things as they are. seeing there is no 
way of altering them, and recognize 
the fact, disheartening though it fie, 
th a t happiness is on the whole pretty 
evenly distributed. 
Some of our most constant pleas­ 
ures, indeed, are shared not 
nly 
with the common crowd of a ve ua e 
humanity, but with ih** lower ani­ 
mals at* well. It is doubtful whether 
the most refined among us enjoy 
eating und drinking 
better than 
cows and and goats do; and tho 
same spring weather th at kindles 
the imagination of the poet sets all 
the birds singing, and brings out 
every snake and turtle to bask in the 
sunshine. If the 
millionaire have 
the lietter dishes, his horses, in all 
likelihood, have the better appeti­ 
tes: and I have seen .a dog so enthu­ 
siastic over a bone th a t it was hard 
t > imagine Mr. Joseph Sedley him­ 
self feasting with greater gusto. 
But though we cannot deny the 
universality of such “creature com­ 
forts’’—which are to l>e lightly **s- 
teeined, not so much because we find 
them valueless as lx*caust* our inferi­ 
ors find them valuable—and if we 
must even admit that men in general 
are much more uniformly blessed 
than seems to us quite equitable, yet 
nobody can hinder ourbeleiving th a t 
cultivated people have at letvst some 
felicities peculiarly their own. 
Compare mv case with th at of my 
neighbor before mentioned. 
As I 
have said, he appears to lu* as much 
taken with a banjo-and-bones enter­ 
tainment as I am with a symphony 
concert. But that is only one side *»f 
the storv; for I not only revel in the 
higher sorts of music, but have a t 
th** sann* time no little satisfaction in 
looking down upon those (my neigh­ 
bor included) who are captivated by 
cheaper and m ore vulgar perform­ 
ances. 
I enjoy the symphony of the 
orchestra, and am proud of the fact; 
I despise the street band, and am 
proud of th a t fact likewise. 
Both 
feelings are creditable to my taste, 
nnd are felt to be so. How different 
is the other m an's 
condition! If 
he is not ashamed of his weak­ 
ness for minstrel troupes and street 
bands (and he probably is), a t nil 
events he must sometimes feel humil­ 
iated a t his inability to appreciate 
Brnhm's symphonies and the German 
opera. To put the comparison in 
another way, my unfortunate neigh­ 
bor gets nothing but chagrin out of 
really good music, and enjoyment 
mixed with mortification out of poor 
music; while I, on the other hand, 
find it difficult to detemine which 
gives me the livelier satisfaction—my 
liking for what is truly classical, or 
iny contempt for what is unworthy. 
And as it is with music, so it is with 
till art and literature, and indeed 
with every department of life. It is 
much to Ik* able to respect our opin­ 
ions and tastes; but 1 sometimesthink 
t is more to I n* able to satirize the 
notions, doings, und preferences of 
our less favored brethern. In other 
words, I have before now been ready 
to believe th at, so far as our pleas­ 
ure in them goes, our own strong 
points are worth !<*ss to us than other 
men’s weaknesses: partly, it must be 
allowed, because the former are not 
quite so numerous and immutable 
as might be desired, while the latter, 
like the poor, we have always with 
us. . . AH ordinary means of hap­ 
piness will sometimes fail us; but so 
long as we shall have a t least ono 
inex ha ust ible 
resource.—Atlantic 
Mnothly.

After early mass the church was closed for 
a time, and when it was reopened those pro­ 
vided with ticket* began to arrive. 
The invitation* had requested that those 
who held the cards should be in their seats a 
little liefore IO, and the suggestion of the 
military officers was a command. None dis 
regarded it except the president and Mrs.

fore t he close of f he service* Gen. Schofield 
und his aides arranged themselves in front of 
the troops and prepared to receivetbefunernl 
party.

Frank Gallop without any provocation or 
warning, advanced from the house and 
drawing a revolver said: 
“ What do you 
want here? 
Take that, d—n yon.” 
He 
fired a shot which entered Pine’* breast 
above the heart, killinghim almost instantly 
Those with Pine at. once gave the alarm and 
in a very few minutes at least 500 angry and 
excited citizens were at the scene of the 
murder. The excitement grew intense and 
dire threat* of vengeance were made against 
the murderer. Erauk Gallop was known to 
be a desiccate man when aroused, aud it was 
deemed best to call out Company Eof the 5th 
regiment, state militia, to assist incapturing 
him. On the arrival of the militia at the 
scene n line was formed around the Gallop 
place, which included a garden containing 
some trees and shrublierj', and in a short 
time Frank Gallop was heard by one of the 
guards in the rear of the house calling from 
the shrubbery in the garden to his w ife in the 
house. At the sum# time old man Gallop and 
his wife were assuring t hose in front of the 
house that their son Frank was not there, 
but had fled, and invited them to enter aud 
search the bouse and satisfy themselves of 
the truth of their statements. Having no sus­ 
picion of treachery, Bert Rice. DaveCampbell, 
T. E. Patterson (a Chicago traveling man), 
T. lf. Winfrey and others of the militia 
company and citizens went to the house. 
They had searched the rellar and were com­ 
ing out of it when Frank Gallop appeared 
armed with two revolvers. Dave Campit*!], 
who was unarmed, grappled with him at the 
door und received a probably fatal wound in 
the neck from the desperado’* 
revolver. 
Standing over the prostrate form of Camp­ 
bell the desperado reloaded bi* revolver with 
cartridge* minded him by one of the women 
from within the house and commenced an 
indiscriminate fire upon those in sight. His 
next shot took effect on T. II. Winfrey, 
wounding him in the leg slightly. He then 
started to run toward the rear of the house 
and encountered militia-ninn Bert Bice. Both 
fired almost at the same instant. Rices shot, 
it seem*, did not take effect, but the shot 
from Gallop’s pistol entered Rice’s breast and 
he died in ii few moments. Gallop then en­ 
countered Moris Fletcher, another militia­ 
man who raised Ids gun in his arms, lie being 
too close to bring it to his shoulder. With 
the muzzle ulmosl touching Gallon’s buck he 
fired. The boll passed 
through 
GuJIop’s 
body. 
It was not yet known that Gallon was dead, 
and preparations were continued for a closer 
investigation aud to prevent uny further 
loss of life by the treachery of the other inem- 
ber# of th* family. In a short time Frauk 
Gallop'* wife appeared und stated that her 
husband was dead. hut fearing further treach­ 
ery a rope was passed to her with instruc­ 
tion* to put it around her husband's neck. 
She complied, and in this manner the body 
of the dead drafter a^lo wa* hauled from where 
it lay at the rear of the house. Such was th*' 
fury of the mob that the corpse was dragged 
through the erect# at the end of the rope. 
GM man Gallop ami his wife have l*een ar­ 
rested and sent to Clarinda to stand trial tut 
accomplices in the night'* terrible d«*-ds.

Quite a good deal of interest and 
curiosity has been awakened by the 
statements of persona who have lost 
a leg or an arm by amputation. Such 
persons often claim weeks after the 
limb has l>een separated from the 
liody that it pained them, that it did 
not lie easy in its resting place; that 
they experienced feeling as if the toes 
or fingers were cramped, or as if 
some heavy weight was resting on 
them. This imagination having such 
hold on them, they could not rest 
until the dismembered parts were ex­ 
humed, straightened out and buried 
I 
. 
over again. One such case came up 
in Toledo, a year or so ago, where a 
railroad man who had lost an arm 
complained of a heavy weight press­ 
ing on his fingers, and on the box be­ 
ing opened in which the arm had been 
[juried, a small stone or piece of soil 
was found on the hand, ami upon its 
removal the man said he felt no more 
pain. 
A Journalite meeting a friend of 
his the other day, who has lost both 
an arm and leg some eight or ten 
years ago (Win. H. Roberts, of the 
Nickel Plate, Argos, Iud.,) and think­ 
ing him a good jierson to interview 
on this subject, proceeded as follows: 
What sensation did you experience 
when you lost your limbs, Mr. Rob­ 
erts? 
“Hardlyany, the nerveswere numb 
at first and the pain came on gradu­ 
ally until chloroform was taken.” 
Does your hand or leg ever trouble 
you now, or have they ever troubled 
you since amputation? 
“Oh, yes, I can feel them all the 
time, in fact ut the time of amputa­ 
tion und ever since, the pain I experi­ 
enced seemed to be located in the 
dismemL-red part and not on the 
body where the amputation took

ii# neck, dragged him to n telegraph pole 
and hauled him into the air several times 
He w as then in a half dead condition, and 
upon his promise to leave town wa# released. 
The n*it night Mr Pine was shot and In­ 
stantly killed by Frank Gallop, a desperado. 
Gallop escape! to hi# house in the outskirts 
of the cite where he was enrronnded by 
officers. lY.e house was dark. The windows 
were all closed and peen rely fastened and the 
doors were strongly barricaded. While the 
officer# were attempting to effect an en­ 
trance Gallop ojieiMil fire on the crowd from 
un ujq*er window. 
Two of the 
officers 
wire killed aud several wounded. Gallop 
used a Winchester and was plentifully sup­ 
plied with ammunition. The militia were 
called out, but before they arrived the mob 
sn coceded in capturing Gallop and lynching 
him by hanging him to a tree. 
The dispatches show thnt three men were 
killed, and half a dozen wounded, and that 
the first victim wa* T. J. Pine, father of the 
little girl who was assaulted, although his 
death di*l not grow out of the trou hie with Phil­ 
lips, but from entirely different cnus;*#. The 
bloody author of to-day's tragedy, anil who 
paid the pen at ly of his devilishness, having 
I teen strung up by the. frenzied citizens, was 
Frank Gallop, a desperate voung character, 
whose misdeed# had made Lim notorious in 
Southwestern Iowa. Gallop und his father 
had quarrelled und the young man assaulted 
the old man. 
A brother came to Hip young man’s rescue 
and the father was receiving a severe touting 
at the hands of his sons when the era's at­ 
tracted the neighbors. lin e anil half a dozen 
other men came to the Gallop house and in­ 
terfered 
Gallop whipped out a .gun and fired 
at thecrowd. At the first shot Fine fell dead, 
and before his horrified companion# were 
scarcely aware of the tragedy Gallop had fid] 
from the srene. 
Frenzied as the people tills were with the 
remembrance of the violence, of tho day be­ 
fore the news, which spread like wild fire, was 
enough to collect a mob of larger propor­ 
tions and far greater determination than nad 
thronged the street# the previous day. Pine 
was a highly resjiected merchant and one of 
the foremost citizens of Shenandoah and 
leaves* wife Alai two children. 
Searching 
parties, three or four person# in each group, 
ran up and down the Greets without a leader, 
but with the one thought uppermost in the 
minds of every one—to find the hiding place 
of the miscreant and wreak summary venge­ 
ance upon him. 
Suddenly a shout went up. Gallop had been 
found concealed in a house just back of the 
telegraph office. A rush w as mndefor his hiding 
place, but the young desperado stood at the 
window and emptied shot nfier shot into the 
advancing crowd. Two were killed und two 
wounded. “ Fire the house.” some yelled. 
The cry w as taken up by hundreds of voices. 
Gallop still stood at the window, the smok­ 
ing revolver still in his hand. He yelled defi­ 
antly at the crowd and then disappeared. 
The door was finally burst open, Gallop 
captured, and strung up on Main street, but 
not until four more men had been shot.

mistress with a new outfit from 
Paris! Surely, the 
better 
causes 
ought ii’i til! reason to produce the 
lie!Ter results. 
But we must take 
things jis they are. seeing there is no 
wa y of altering them. and recognize 
th*1 fact, disheartening though it be, 
that happiness is oil the whole pretty 
evenly distributed. 
Borne of our most constant pleas­ 
ures, indeed, are shared not 
lily 
with the common crowd of a v en g e 
humanity, but with the lower ani­ 
mals as well. 
It is doubtful whether 
the most re ft ne* I among us enjoy 
eating ami drinking 
better than 
cows and und goats do; and tlie 
same spring weather that kindles 
the imagination of the poet sets all 
th** birds singing, ami brings out 
evervr snake and turtle to buskin the 
sunshine. 
If the 
millionaire have 
the better dishes, his horses, in all 
likelihood, have the better appeti­ 
tes: arid I have seen .a dog so enthu­ 
siastic over a bone that it was hard 
t i imagine Mr. Joseph Sedley him- 
i self feasting with greater gusto. 
But though we cannot deny the 
[ universality of such “creature com­ 
forts”—which are to be lightly' es- 
teemed, not so much because we find 
them valueless as b«i*ause our inferi­ 
ors find them valuable—ami if we 
must oven admit that men ingeneral 
are much more uniformly blessed 
than atoms t o tis quite equitable, yet 
nobody can hinder ourbeleiving that 
cultivated people have at least some 
felicities peculiarly their own. 
Compare my case with that of myr 
neighbor before mentioned. 
As I 
have sai*l, lie appears to lo? as much 
taken with a haujo-anil-bones enter­ 
tainment as I am with .a symphony 
concert. 
But that is only one side of 
the story; for I not only revel in the 
higher sorts of music, but have at 
the same t ime no little satisfaction in 
looking down upon those l iny neigh­ 
bor included) who are caprivated by 
cheaper and more vulgar perform­ 
ances. 
I enjoy the symphony of the 
orchestra, and ain proud of the fact; 
I despise the street 
band, and ani 
proud of that fact likewise. 
Both 
feelings are creditable to my taste, 
aud are felt to be so. 
How different 
is the other man’s 
condition! If 
he is not ashamed of his weak­ 
ness for minstrel troupes nnd street 
bands (and he probably is), at nil 
events he must sometimes feel humil­ 
iated at his inability to appreciate 
Brahm’s symphonies and theGerman 
opera. To put the comparison in 
another way, my unfortunate neigh­ 
bor gets nothing but chagrin out of 
really good music, and enjoyment 
mixed wit Ii mortification out of poor 
music; while I, on the other hand, 
find it difficult to detemine which 
gives me the livelier satisfaction—my 
liking for what is truly classical, or 
my contempt for what is unworthy’, 
Aud as it is with music, so it is with 
all art and literature, and indeed 
with every’ department of life. 
It is 
much to be able to respect our opin­ 
ions and tastes; hut I sometimes think 
t is more to be able to satirize Hie 
notions, doings, and preferences of 
our less favored bret bern. In other 
words, I have before now been ready 
to believe that, so far jis our pleas­ 
ure in them goes, our own strong 
points are worth less to us than other 
men’s weaknesses: partly, it must be 
allowed, because the former are not 
quite so numerous und immutable 


jim might be desired, while the latter, 
like the poor, we have always with 
us. . . All ordinary' means of hap­ 
piness will sometimes fail us; but so 
long .is we shall have tit least otto 
iuexhjinstible 
resource.—Atlantic 
Mnothly.

H ats, flags and handkerchiefs 
were waved furiously, and cheer after cheer 
was given for the “ m an from Maine. ' All 
th e passengers seemed to he as interested as 
th e welcoming p arty . 
They cheered aw ay 
for dear life and flutteredN iieir cam bric, linen 
and silk with great enthusiasm .

sp irit of welcome. 
It was a triu m p h al hom e­ 
com ing, an exhibition of p opular love th a t 
was ex trao rd in ary , im pressive, profound. 
TIIK EVENING SERENADE. 
As m any people as could Ik* packed lietween 
th e reviewing sta n d n ear th e W orth m onu­ 
m ent and M adison square opposite the Fifth 
Avenue hotel gathered a t night to do honor 
to Jam es G. Blaine. They were for the m ost 
p a rt m em bers of various trad es and lab o r 
org an izatio n s of New York City and its 
vicinity assem bled to welcome th e statesm an 
hom e. 
A t 8:30 C hairm an An: tin Ik Ford 
called the lab o r m eeting to order from tho 
gran d stan d , and after a few words of trib u te 
to Mr. Blaine, he sent C appu’s band to the 
hotel balcony to serenade th e distinguished 
statesm an .

F rid ay m orning, August 10, daw ned clear 
ami cool, and as the first light of M axwell's 
last day on earth entered his n arrow cell it 
heightened the sickly pallor of his face, which 
had increased during the night. 
Shortly 
after day-break Maxwell turned to one of the 
deputies and said: 
“ I wish th a t telegram 
would com e.” 
“ Do you expect a telegram ?” was the re­ 
sponse. 
"I do, and I know it will bring mo good 
new s.” 
He lighted a fresh cigarette and s a t dow n 
a t the table, m aking a p oor a tte m p t to read. 
He was plainljrtll at ease, and occasionally 
glanced furtively o u t th ro u g h the g ratin g s 
of th e narrow window of the cell in to the in­ 
ner y ard of the jail. 
A few m inutes before 5 
Maxwell perform ed his m orning ablution and 
DON NED HIS FUNERAL CLOTHES, 


which are uew from the skin out, the outer 
g arm en ts being of plain black with a neatly 
fittin g Prince Albert coat. 
At 5:18 F a th er 
Tihun arrived and entered 
fhe cell, when he adm inis­ 
tered com m union to the 
c o n d e m n e d .

in the double execution. 
At 5:50 Maxwell 
and L a n d g ra fsa t down to th eir final meal. 
Each was served fried oysters, fried eggs, h o t 
biscuits und paneukcH, with jelly, bread, b u t­ 
ter and coffee. 
L au d g raf a te heartily, while 
Maxwell p arto o k of the repast quite sp arin g ­ 
ly. 
All of his assum ed indifference nad de­ 
p arted, and his face was blanched, while a 
troubled, hunted look had taken possession 
of his keen eyes. 
He was evidently grow ing 
weaker and had lost all hope of stay in g tin* 
executioner’s hand. 
L audgraf m aintained 
the sam e old stolid look. 


m a x w e l l ’s l e t t e r s . 


This m orning Maxwell gave to the press 
Hie following address to th e people of E ng­ 
land: 
T o th e People of England: 
My English 
countrym en will doubtless rem em ber 
the 
great b o asts th a t have now and a t all tim es 
lH*en m ade by the American people in regard 
to 1 he fair nml just way in which they tre a t 
all people. 
Satisfied th a t you are n o t ac­ 
quainted with the unlawful, unjust nnd un­ 
fair way in which I have been treated , since 
you are accustom ed in England to see ju s­ 
tice adm inistered im partially in courts, an 
exam ination o f the records in m y case will 
show th a t the prosecution resorted to every 
unfair m enus in their power, even to crim e 
itself; for they procured a check to lie forged, 
had the m an 
arrested 
who presented it 
and placed him in jail. 
A fterw ard th e p ros­ 
ecution placed him on the witness sta n d to 
testify. 
His evidence was u tissue of lies 
from one end to the other; in fact upon 
th e witness sta n d he said lit* would lie as far 
as lie considered necessary, and the prose­ 
cution said in open court th a t he had paid 
$50 for said services. 
This is one specimen 
of th e boasted Am erican justice. This is only 
one of the m eans used by the prosecution, 
and had I tim e I could give you num bers of 
them . The tria l h as been denounced us a 
trav esty on and a m iscarriage of justice by 
leading law yers here. 
Proof th a t one of the 
ju ro rs said he was going on the ju ry to con­ 
vict was presented to the governor. 
The 
B ritish governm ent interfered and requested 
an inquiry, but was refused by Gov. Moor- 
house on the ground th a t he had no right 
to do so, and as to the prejudiced ju ro r the 
governor said the fa<*t did not am o u n t to 
anything. 
Ho I am m ade to suffer th e pen­ 
alty of the law w ithout having a fair tria l as 
guaranteed to every one by the s ta te consti­ 
tu tio n . Tin prosecution sta te d in the papers 
th a t the governor ought to disregard 
the 
request of tho B ritish governm ent on th e 
ground th a t 1 was hii E nglishm an and th a t 
the British governm ent had not taken any 
notice of tho United S ta te s’ interference in 
the O’Donnell case tried a t tho U. C. C.” 


T H E D E A T H W A R RA N TS. 
At 8:17 Sheriff H arrin g to n entered M ax­ 
well’s cell, where he and L audgraf had been 
placed together, and announced th a t the fi­ 
nal m om ent had arrived. 
Maxwell paled 
and jsilled his fingers nervously. 
His was 
tin* first death w arran t read, and he sto o d 
up and heard his doom calm ly, though he 
was plainly grow ing weaker all the tim e. 
While his arm s were being pinioned Maxwell 
b it his lower lip several times. 


THE EXECUTION. 
On reaching the scaffold the condem ned as­ 
cended w ithout 
assistance. 
Maxwell was 
rlaeed under the noose next fo the west. 
F a th e r T ihau road prayers. 
Maxwell was 
then asked if he had a n y th in g to say, and in 
an alm ost inaudible tone responded, "N o.” 
L au d g raf m erely shook his head. 
The black 
caps were beingdraw n when L au d g raf slipped 
backw ard, but prom ptly recovered. There 
was an awful look of despair on M axwell’s 
face as tin* cap hid it from view, and his 
knees showed weakness. 
The nooses were 
adjusted quickly, and a t 8:50 the d ro p fell. 
L au d g raf never m oved nor did a muscle 
tw itch. 
Not so w ith Maxwell. 
W hen he fell 
his breast heaved convulsively and his limbs 
were draw n upw ard, while the sp ecta to rs 
were shocked by a stream of blood pouring 
down th e right breast of his coat, which was 
afterw ard found to have been caused by a 
cut on the nose inflicted by the rojs* in som e 
m ysterious way. 
L au d g raf was pronounced 
dead in eleven and one-half m inutes.

Maxwell furnished u docum ent which he 
called his dying statem en t, in which he re­ 
asserts his innocence of Hie willful killing of 
Charles A urthur I’relJer, and then gives nn 
epstom e of the sta te m e n t of the ease p u b ­ 
lished, closing with a b itte r denunciation of 
those whom he asserts to have been in stru ­ 
m ental in d ragging him out of theliighw ays 
of justice in th e b y p ath s of m ob law, and 
m aking his execution an infam y and a dis­ 
grace to tho U nited S tates. 


m axw ell’s MURDER OF PBELLER. 
The crim e for which H ugh M. B rooks, 
alias Maxwell, paid th cex trern e p o n altv o f 
the law was the m urder of Charles A rthur 
I ’reller u t the Southern hotel in St. Louis 
April »5, 1885. 
The acquaintance iKitween 
the tw o men began In Liverpool, E ngland, 
both being on their wny to this country, and 
the tw o men became fast friends. l ’reiler was 
last seen alive Sunday afternoon, April 6. in 
M axwell’s room , by a hell boy. Twice that, 
day Maxwell purchased a large quant it v of 
chloroform at a drug sto re near by, telling 
the druggist ho 
was using it in nn ex­ 
perim ent. 
The next day Maxwell m ade a 
num ber of purchases a t 
various 
places, 
spending m oney very freely, although be­ 
fore he had n o t appeared to have an a b u n d ­ 
ance of rash. 
Am ong his purchases w as a 
ticket to San Francisco. 
F o r several d ay s 
prior to April 14 cham berm aids in the hotel 
noticed an 
u npleasant o d o r com ing from 
Room 144, nnd connected it w ith M axwell’s 
tru n k s, which had been left in th e room se­ 
curely locked and corded. On April 14 the 
smell became so pronounced th a t they were 
opened. 
Cram m ed 
in to

scription, “ So perish all tra ito rs to tho g reat 
cause.” It was an eusv m a tte r to trace M ax­ 
well. 
He sailed for New Zealand in 
the 
steam er Sydney as a steerage passenger. 
lk*1 entires were* elose on his track , and when 
th e steam er arrived in A uckland he 
was 
arrested and returned to St.-Louis. 
H is de­ 
f e n s e m ade a t the trial was th a t the d eath of 
I’reller was occidental, he h aving adm inis­ 
tered th e chloroform prelim inary to an oper­ 
ation lie was about to perform , 
lie had fled 
because he presumed he would not be perm it­ 
ted to testify in his own behalf. 
The m ost 
dam aging testim ony was th a t of th e det ec­ 
tive. Dingfelder, who had been a cell m ate of 
M axwell's, mid hud secured a confession of 
the crime. 


I.A N D G R A F ’S ( R IM E . 
The crime for which H enry L au d g raf suf­ 
fered the death penalty was com m itted on 
the night of M arch 5, 1885. 
The victim was 
his sw eetheart. Annie Tiseh, n beautiful girl 
of Jess th a n eighteen years of age. 
Jealousy 
prom pted the deed. 
On the day of the m ur­ 
der he took the girl out walking, with the 
revolver w ith which he killed her in his pock­ 
et. 
He suddenly turned and npraided her 
for keeping com pany w ith o th er men. 
She 
m erely laughed, h u t with an o ath he pulled 
out his revolver and sh o t her thro u g h the 
head. 
He was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged April 2b. 1887, but wus respited un­ 
til Aug. 20. 1888.

Farm and Household. 


Agricultural. 
The Massacliusetts Ploughman says 
the reason that many raspl>erry and 
blackberry fields get full of grass is 
because they are neglected during 
August and September, nnd in fact 
during the whole autumn, so when 
spring o]K*ns the grass has full pos­ 
session; but even when thus neglected, 
if the farmer will commence hoeing as 
soon 
as 
t ho 
frost 
leaves 
the 
ground it is not a very 
difficult 
job to clear out all of the grass. 
The habit of bearing twins has 1k>- 
come inbred in some of the English 
coarse wool and mutton breeds. It 
is worth striving for. With some ex­ 
tra feeds the profits of the grower of 
early lambs may 1m* nearly double, if 
the ewes generally bears two instead 
of one. Where there are many twins, 
if a ewe bearing only one loses her 
lamb, one of the twins can Ik* count­ 
ed to her, and she be saved for breed­ 
ing another year. The getting of a 
buck of the breeds that often boar 
twins will generally secure a marked 
increase in the proportion of twins in 
the flock. The twin-bearing tendency 
is promoted by males as well as thi* 
females of breeds inclined to it. 
A writer in the Ohio farmer, who 
keeps sixteen cows und milks them 
himself fhe says he is one of those 
fellows that thinks the wife 
and 
daughters have no place in the cow 
barn), reports an average profit for 
each of these cows of $55.21 during 
last year. His cows are of no special 
breed, and most of them w ere raised 
by himself. This fanner is very sure 
that the profit he makes can Ik*mode 
by others, provided that they will 
work more and complain less. 
YVe saw once an old experiment 
in stunting grain by an old and 
shrewd farmer. On one corner of his 
field sown with oats was a very rich 
place, where a barn, or stack or ma­ 
nure heap had once stood. Here the 
grain always lodged. 
Taking his 
cue from this, the farmer drew u 
heavy 40-tooth drag over this piece 
after the oats were two 'or three 
inches high, and then rolled it down. 
Neighbors said he would hurt tin* 
outs. That, he replied, was just what 
be wanted to do. They were grow­ 
ing too rank. 
The drag tore the 
leaven, caused tin* plant to tiller, and 
in the check thus given to its rampant 
growth the grain stood up till it 
ripened. 
The old farms In Canada, that 
command the highest prices are said 
to Ik* those on which sheep have been 
k<*pt front the time they w**re first oc­ 
cupied. The pastures on them are 
comparatively free from bushes and 
weeds, while the soil is firm und pro­ 
ductive of the best sort of grassts. A 
farm on which a large 
number of 
sheep have Ik**u kept for many years 
is very desirable for dairy purposes. 
Do not hesitate to Paris Green the 
potato plants. Every Ixjetledestroy­ 
ed reduces the numt**r next year. 
The war of extermination should not 
cease until the beetles are extinct. 
One difficulty is that if only a few 
beetles appear no thought is given 
the Hindi damage that may Ik* done, 
but the damage will l>e tenfold great­ 
er th<* 
following year. 
The aim 
should be to destroy them, no m at­ 
ter how few tho number. 
People who plant fruit trees and 
then neglect to look after 
them, 
“miss it” egregiously, and do not 
remember that the progress and val­ 
ue of an orchard—its thriftineee and 
productiveness—depend greatly on 
its early treatment. Culture, pruning 
and manufacturing are most impor­ 
tant during the first few years, and a 
lack of them can never Ik * atoned for 
by subsequent car**. Thervloresoe to 
your young orchard now, thia sea­ 
son—not next year, when it may be 
too late. 


Women Dentists. 
Woman are becoming dentists, and 
the operator’s chair is robbed of its 
terrors. Savs a writer in the New 
Y'ork Mail and Express: “1 had the 
pleasure of having a tooth filled by a 
girl dentist the other day. The word 
pleasure is used to some extent ad­ 
visedly, for there were pleasant things 
about it. She was very pleasant to 
look at, with bown eyes and brown 
hair, for one thing. She was very 
pleasant spoken and she had small 
fingers that went easily in themouth.

A Beautiful IMnnt. 
Mr. Gcctiug, 
Superintendent of 
Public Instruction "in Indianapolis, 
has a rare plant in his possession. It 
is what travelers in the east and all 
tropical countries call the resurrt*c 
lion plant. He has had it foranum 
lier of years receiving it from his un­ 
cle, who was a sailor. The plant re­ 
sembles a small ball, with delicate 
littli* fragile roots hanging to it. 
It 
is apparently perfectly dead, and 
could l>e crushed to powder In one’s 
hand, so dry and crisp is it. 
When 
thrown into a basin of water and im­ 
mersed for >i short time it soon be­ 
gins to unroll its fibers and spread 
out upon the surface of the water like 
a lily. From a dull straw color it be­ 
comes a beautiful green, and floats 
upon the surface like a mass of beau 
tiful green moss.rndat ing like a starry 
flower from its heart in tlu* center 
When it is taken out of the w ater it 
life seems to ebb slowly away, it£ 
beautiful green di<*s. and once mor 
it rolls its fibres together, and in 
short time gives no evidence of tht 
slightest ytality, hanging upon its 
stem awaiting once more the toucL 
of the water to wake it into renewed 
life. The story of the plant is told 
thus by a great naturalist: 
“While traveling on a professional 
tour in Upper Egypt eight years lie- 
fore, engaged in exploring for some 
lost emerald and copper mines, he 
chanced to render medical service to 
tin Arab attached to his party. In 
gratitude, the child of the desert for­ 
mally presented to him this now 
called ‘resurrection flower,’ at tho 
same time enjoining him never to 
part with it. lake the fabled gift of 
Egyptian lore, it was supposed to 
have magic in the web of it.’ 
“The doctor was solemnly assured 
by the Arab and others of his race 
that it had been taken ten years be­ 
fore from the breast of an Egyptian 
mummy, a priestess, and was deemed 
a great rarity; that it would never 
decay if properly cared lor; that its 
possession through lift? would tend 
to revive hope in adversity. 
“For years the doctor carried his 
treasure with him everywhere, priz­ 
ing it for its intrinsic qualities, and 
invariably awakening the deepest in­ 
terest whenever he chanced to dis­ 
play its wondrous powers. 
During 
the remainder of his life, it isclaimed, 
he caused the flower to open many 
times without causing any diminu­ 
tion of its marvelous property orany 
injury whatever to it. ’

Mow Vf. 014 Ifay »s<1 Grain. 
Among other things of general in 
tcrest reported upon by the chemist 
of the N«*w York Experiment S ta-1 
tion, are results 
of examinations 
made to ascertain the 
nutritive 
values of hay und grain that have 
been long kept. The result of the 
examination of hay was 67.89 p*T 
cent. of albuminoids digested in new 
hay. nnd 55.10 in hay one year old. 
On finding that the nutritive value 
of hay was considerably diminished 
on long keeping, similar examina­ 
tions were made with wheat and 
wheat bran. 
It was tound that the digestibility 
of wheat and b r a n also diminished i 
to a considerable e x t e n t with long , 
keeping, and there appeared r e a s o n s 
for believing that the fate ut least , 
are less digestible in the old grains; 
than in the fresh grains, especially 
if these ha ve been reduced to meal. 
The amounts of fats soluble in either 
is remarkably less in grains eighteen 
months old than in those 
but a 
short time from 
harvesting nnd 
freshly ground, The above ap fK *ars 
to explain for the decreased value ol 
old hay and grain over that- in the 
winter immediately 
following 
harvesting, a lact long recognized 
by farmers.

Reject Tliem. 
The rules of the English govern 
ment for guidance in purchasing cav­ 
alry horses bring out a number ol 
points of great value to farmer*: 
Reject a horse whose fore legs are 
not straight. They will not stand 
wear. Stand behind the horse us 
he walks away from you, and you 
will be able to notice these defects, il 
they exist. 
Reject a horse that is light below 
the knee, especially ifimmediatelv be­ 
low the knee; the conformation is es- 
Ben(i dly weak. 
Ora horse with long, or short, or up­ 
right pasterns; long pasterns aresub- 
jeet t o sprains; short or upright past­ 
erns make n horse unpleasant to ride, 
and, on account of extra, concussiona 
are apt to cause ossifie deposits. 
Ora horse with toes turned in or 
out. The twist generally occurs nt 
the fetlock. 
Toes turned out ure 
more objectionable than toes turned 
in. When toes turn out the fetlocke 
are generally turned in, nnd animals 
so formed are very apt to cut or 
brush. 
Both, however, are weak 
formations. 
Reject a liorse whose hind legs tire 
too far 
behind; good 
propelling 
power will be wanting, and disease, 
as a result, may be expected in the 
hocks. 
And a 
horse which goes 
either very wide or very close behind. 
And one with very straight or very 
bent hocks; the former cause undue 
concussion; the latter are very apt 
to give way. 
Reject a horse that is “split up”— 
that is, shows much daylight be­ 
tween his thighs; propelling power 
comes from behind, ana must be de­ 
ficient in horses without due muscular 
development between the thighs. 
Reject a horse with fiat or over­ 
large feet, or with very small feet; i 
medium size are the best. 
Also a horse with one foot smaller 
than another.

Keject Them. 
The rules of the English govern­ 
ment for guidance in purchasing car­ 
away, it* * airy horses bring out a number ol 
once m er 
points of great value to farmers: 
Reject a horse whose fore legs are 
not straight. They will not stand 
wear. Stand behind the horse as 
he walks away from you, and you 
will be able to notice these defects, ii 
they exist. 
Reject a horse that is light below 
the knee, especially if immediately be­ 
low the knee; the conformation is es­ 
sentially weak. 
Or a horse with long, or short, or up­ 
right pasterns; long pasterns are sub­ 
ject to sprains; short or upright past­ 
erns make a horse unpleasant to ride, 
and, on account of extra, concussions 
are apt to cause ossific deposits. 
Ora horse with toes turned in or 
out. The twist generally occurs at 
the fetlock. 
Toes turned out are 
more objectionable than toes turned 
in. When toes turn out the fetlocks 
are generally turned in, ond uniinnls 
so formed are very apt to cut or 
brush. 
Both, however, are weak 
formations. 
Reject a horse whose hind legs are 
too far 
behind; good 
propelling 
power will be wanting, and disease, 
as a result, may be expected in the 
hocks. 
And a 
horse which goes 
either very wide or very close behind. 
And one with very straight or very 
lieut hocks; the former cause undue 
concussion; the latter are very apt 
to give way. 
Reject a horse that is “split up”— 
that is, shows much daylight be­ 
tween his thighs; propelling power 
comes from behind, ana must be de­ 
ficient in horses without due muscular 
development between the thighs. 
Reject a horse with flat or over­

Yesterday morning, when 
Bar- 
num ’s circus arrived, the agent went 
to the city treasurer and paid him $50 
for circus license, and, armed with 
his receipt for the amount and a con­ 
tract signed by Mayor Hemstead, in 
which he agreed to let them show for 
$50 
and 
twenty 
complimentary 
tickets, he went to the city clerk and 
demanded a license. 
Mr. Mablum 
very properly refused to issue a 
license until tho circus 
company 
could show a roceipt for $100 from 
the treasurer, as is required by tho 
city ordinance. 
Tho management of 
the great three-ringed, Roman hip­ 
podrome and only gigantio combina­ 
tion concluded that they could show 
without a license as long as they had 
the treasurer’s receipt for the $50, 
and accordingly went ahead. 
But 
they were doomed to disappointment. 
A warrant was sworn out against Mr. 
Baily,Barnum’s partner,by S. F. Alcle- 
man,for showing without a license,and 
he Was arrosted and brought into 
court by Policeman Burton. 
He pro­ 
cured legal advics and concluded 
that be must deposit $100 in order to 
go on with hid show, which he did. 
W hat Mayor Hemstcad’s idea is in 
allowing circus performances off for 
half price cwrmot be eoncaived. This 
circus corned $4,000 in good, hard 
cash out of Brainerd, end if they can­ 
not afford to pay the $100 which is 
proscribed by tho ordinance, we don’t 
want them. 


Army Worms at Work. 
The following telegram is sent from 
this city to tho Minneapolis Tri­ 
bune: 
Further inquiry regarding destruc­ 
tion! by tho army worm in the rail­ 
way meadow lands more than con­ 
firms previous reports. C. Hayden, 
of Anoka, had a lease of a large tract 
of those lands in the vicinity of Sandy 
lake river, some 20 miles east of Ait­ 
kin. 
He finds that his hay has been 
cut for him in an astonishing manner. 
There are hundreds of acres in the 
best meadows swept as clean as if 
dono with machines, though more re­ 
sembling the work of fire, for the 
worm’s work leaves it brown as if 
poisoned by the operation. 
It is es­ 
timated that, upward of 1,000 acres in 
that vicinity are so cleaned, and how 
much more no one can tell, but prob­ 
ably about all of those meadows ex­ 
tending from the railroad crossing of 
Sandy Lake river to its mouth in the 
Mississippi, on the bottoms lying 
along tho former stream. 
Tho work 
is the most complete whero the waters 
so long stood. 
The lands concerned 
were mostly state swamp lands taken 
by the railroad companies under var­ 
ious grants, and on them grows the 
finest kind of grass, mostly blue-joint. 
It grows breast high nearly all sea­ 
sons, stands exceedingly thick and 
yields two or throe ton to tho acre. 
There are no settlers in the immedi­ 
ate locality, but the lands are annual­ 
ly rented out to cut hay for tho large 
logging camps. The worm ie describ­ 
ed as about 
inches long, as large 
around as a slate pencil, and of a 
dark brown color. 
It is a voracious 
eater. 
In operation the fellow climbs 
up from the ground about four or five 
inches on tho stalk, which falls over 
almost immediately. 
Immediately he proceeds to the 
next stalks, and there are myriads 
acting along the edge of a meadow 
in the same manner, giving the ap­ 
pearance of a slow acting machine, 
cutting in a swath of the whole mead­ 
ow’s width. 
Not a spear is left stand­ 
ing as they advance. 
A party who 
saw them at work and took some 
! specimens to Aitkin, tho nearest town 
! savs in 12 hours they had advanced 
over a space nine rods wide and 05 
rods long, or over three acres. 
This 
was in one place that ho was observ­ 
ing. 
They have been in the region 
so far as known, only about 50 days.

Army Worms at Work. 
Tho following telegram is sent from 
this city to the Minneapolis Tri­ 
bune: 
Further inquiry regarding destruc­ 
te d by the army worm in the rail­ 
way meadow lands more than con­ 
firms previous reports. C. Hayden, 
of Anoka, had a lease of a large tract 
of those lands in the vicinity of Sandy 
lake river, some 20 miles east of Ait­ 
kin. He finds that his hay hasbeen 
cut for him in an astonishing manner. 
There are hundreds of acres in the 
best meadows swept as clean as if 
dono with machines, though more re­ 
sembling tho work of fire, for the 
worm’s work leaves it brown as if 
poisoned by tho operation. 
It is es­ 
timated that upward of 1,000 acres in 
that vicinity are so cleaned, and how 
much more no one can tell, but prob­ 
ably about all of those meadows ex­ 
tending from the railroad crossing of 
Sandy Lake river to its mouth in the 
Mississippi, on the bottoms lying 
along tho former stream. 
The work 
is the most complete where the waters 
so long stood. The lands concerned 
were mostly state swamp lands taken 
by the railroad companies under var­ 
ious grants, and on them grows the 
finest kind of grass, mostly blue-joint. 
It grows breast high nearly all sea­ 
sons, stands exceedingly thick and 
yields two or three ton to tho acre. 
There are no settlers in the immedi­ 
ate locality, but the lands are annual­ 
ly rented out to cut hay for tho largo 
logging camps. The worm is describ­ 
ed as about IJ inches long, as large 
around as a slate pencil, and of a 
dark brown color. It is a voracious 
eat??. In operation the fellow climbs 
up from the ground about four or five 
inches on the stalk, which falls over 
almost immediately. 
Immediately he proceeds to the 
next stalks, and there are myriads 
acting along the edge of a meadow 
in the same manner, giving the ap­ 
pearance of a slow acting machine, 
cutting in a swath of tho whole mead­ 
ow’s width. Not a spear is left stand­ 
ing as they advance. 
A party who 
saw them at work and took some 
syiecimenw to Aitkin, the nearest town 
says in 12 hours they had advanced 
over a space nine rods wide and 65 
rods long, or over three acres. 
This 
was in one place that he was observ­ 
ing. They have been in the region 
so far as known, only about 50 days.
